Viexnoy Sica is apparently imprecs- 
ed vith the order ap‘l efficienoy of the 
Government of the Japanese in For- 
moan. On the other band the lawless- 
ness which abounds, and the woeful 
inadequacy of the regular revenue of 


the Two Kwiing have also impressed 


| him, and these facts have led him to 


take action with a view to improving 


the provinces over which he rules. It
